We have taught our neighbors 
the art of feeding potato vines to 
their milk cows, Five years ago 
there was not a man in this sec- 
tion who grew potato vines for 
his milk cows, but today there are 
|dozens of them who have separate 
patches for growing cow feed, On- 
jly a few rows of highly fertilized 
sweet potatoes will do the trick, 
| Soda, cottonseed meal or cow lot 
jfertilizer will make your potato 
{vines grow repidly and your cows 
\like the tender vines best ‘The 
faster the vines grow the better 
your cow likes them. We are feed- 
Jing two cows at the present time 
and potato vines make up a large 
portion of our feed. Fourteen rows 
}of vines will serve your purpose 
if you will pull the vines from one 
}row each day. Do not disturb the 
root but cut or pull the vine off 
about ten inches from the main 
stem. It will take you two weeks 
to go over your patch and by that 
time there will be plenty of vines 
on the first row. After your cow 
vets the habit of eating the vines 
you cannot give her too many. 
{This is a good cow feed that does 
j not cost you one penny and every 
farmer should have all the 
potato vines his cows will con- 
sume. It is my suggestion that 
} you plant a patch for the vines, as 
it is not best to pull the vines 
where you expect to make your 
crop of potatoes. Now is the time 
‘for you to satisfy your mind as 
to how many vines your cow will 
eat and as to how much ground 
it will take to grow these vines. 
Experiment this summer so your 
|cow may have the vines next sum- 
mer. A good farmer gives his 
cow all the potato vines she will 
j eat from July 1st of each year to 
jabout November 15th. Just think 
of the feed you will save by this 
Jone process if you will do it right.

We need to 
get onto a plan by which men can 
be made to do their duty if they | 
are not willing to do it themselves. 
There is a remedy if it can only 
be found, It is time for all of us 
to do some thinking.

SOME LONG WORDS 


What is the longest word in the 
| Bnglish language? That is a hard 
question to answer, as writers have 
from time to time coined words of 
extraordinary length which have 
never potlen into peneral use, 

The longest in Webster's Inter- 
national dictionary is honorificabil- 
itudinitatibus, defined as “honor- 
ableness,” a  pedanic nonsense 
word, used by Shakespeare in 
“Love's Labor Lost,” and contain- 
ing 27 letters. 

But in chemical treatises may 
be found even longer words more 
wonderfully compounded than the 
chemical products which they de- 
Scribe. For example, tetrahydro- 
| paramethyloxyquinoline, with $1 
letters; also paraoxymetamethoxy- 
allylbenzene, of 30 letters, and 
others, 

HMnglish must yield the palm to 
Some foreign languages, however, 
when long words are considered, 
In German, schutezengrabenverni- 
chungautomobile, with 85 letters, 
is as formidable as the war engine 
it describes. In Bnglish this ma- 
chine is commonly designated by 
the four-letter word “tank,” a sav- 
ing of 31 letters going to the eredit 
of our mother tongue, 

Longest of all so far discovered 
is a Greek word of 181 letters, 
Which appropriately enough is the 
; name of a dish containing many in- 
|gredients, We call it simply “hash.”
